WASHINGTON. — 

HERE js an old American far- 
mers’ phrase for the noises of 
vain thoigh justified despair. They 
sound, so the phrase goes, “like a 
shoat under a gate.” Anyone rustic

of the comparison. 

In this strange time, anyone who 
Keeps insisting that there are graye 
dangers over the U.S. 15

@gate.” But the upset in the nuclear- 
strategic balance now being achieved 
by the Soviet Union is too im- 
mediately and horribly dangerous. 
So it still is a plain duty to go on 
warning about it, even to deaf ears.

TH blistering attack which the 

Governor of the Bank of Israel, 
Mr. David Horowitz, made last 
week on the commercial banks for 
speculating in German marks, is all 
the more amazing as it came from 
the head of a venerable institution 
which had only months ago 
made tens of millions of dollars 
profit at exactly the same game 
-—— and was proud of it! 

A number of local banks, it has 
been stated, exchanged dollars for 
marks in sums running into many 
millions. Although the officials of 
the Bank of Israel admit that the 


Governor Horowit= 
transactions were quite legal, they 


state that the conversions were 
obviously made solely for specula- 
tive purposes. They were done at 
the expense of the foreign currency 
holdings of the Bank of Israel, it 
was said. 

The commercial banks which are 
also authorized foreign currency 
dealers — a privilege that is not 
extended to all — can accept foreign 
currencies — U.S. dollars, German 
Marks, Swiss franes, Dutch guilders 
etc. on deposit — and also sell for- 
eign currency for Israel pounds to 
Israelis who hold a licence for 
these transactions. 

The activities of the foreign de- 
partments of these banks can be 
xoughly divided into three cate- 
gories. Firstly, foreign currency 
dealers are authorized to accept 
restitution and other payments 
from abroad for Israel residents and 
hold them in Tamam and Pazak 
accounts. In this sphere the banks 
act entirely as agents for the Bank 
of Israel. The foreign currency ba- 
lances are put at the disposal of 
the Central Bank, which has fixed, 
én consultation with the Treasury, 
of course, the interest rates to be 
paid to the ind vidual depositors. 


4 bank may even go a step fur- 
ther and ‘borrow dollars from a 
bank abroad on the strength of Its 
own credit, converting the amount 
put at its disposal in this way Into 
German marks. Tf the mark is up- 
valued, the bank cashes a profit; 
if the expected revaluation is not 
realized, the lossea involved include 
the expenses of the re-transfer into 
dollars, as the customer must re- 
ceive dollars and, possibly, lower 
interest on marks. Whether this 15 
prudent banking depends on the size 
of the operation compared with the 
bank’s resources. 

The accusations of the Bank of 
Ysrael against the commercial banks 
probably concerns transactions of 
this last category. If so, it is diffi- 
cult to justify these acccusations. 
The duty of commercial banks, as 
of all financial insthutions,is first 
and foremost to safeguard the mo- 
ney of its depositors. Secondly, bul 
also important, comes the duty to 
eam a profit. Bank managers are 
buyers and sellers of money, They 
have to use their wits to do’ s0 
at a profit for their shareholders. 


No harm to nation 


The claim that the buying and 
felling of foreign currency was 
done at the expense of the foreign 
currency holdings of the Bank of 
Israel seems incomprehensible. The 
Bank of Israel, which is requested 
to change dollars into marks, 
should only do so if it can cover 
itself, regardless of the type of the 
transaction. This was possible till 
the early hours of May 5, ag the 
central banks of the various Euro- 
pean countries, the Deutsche Bun- 
deshank among them, exchanged 
unlimited quantities of foreign mo- 
neys into their own national cor- 
rency, when requested to do so.

Secondly, importers who want to 
buy goods and machinery abroad 
apply for a licence at the appro- 
priate government department to 
buy the amount of currency needed 
for the intended purchase, The per- 
wnit granted, the importer presents 
wimself at his bank to arrange 
wayment. Although the transaction 
in question may, of course, be 
genuine, a speculative element makes 
atself felt at times of currency 
erisis, Any importer who expects 
an upvaluation of the foreign cur- 
rency he has to buy will hasten to 
purchase as soon as possible in 
order to avoid a possible price in- 
erease, in Israel pounds, for the 
goods he is going to bring in. He 
May even overstock for this reason, 
if he is right, this is all to the 
good, for himself and for the coun- 
try, as foreign exchange was 
bought at 2 lower price. If he 
ds proved wrong, the costs involved 
in over-stocking are, of course, a 
toss to the enterprise and to the 
aconomy. 

This is the essence of the specu- 
dative element involved in almost 
apy commercial transaction. Specu- 
dation simply means engaging inan 
operation that bas a chance of 
vending up with a profit but also 
earries the risk of a loss, The ex- 
‘pression “speculation” is, however, 
often used with such emotional 
overtones that it has almost become 
a dirty word. 

Thirdly, the banks are encouraged 
to canvass deposits in forelgn cur- 
rency from non-residents, as these 
moneys strengthen the foreign cur- 
rency position of the State, They 
@re our so-called second line of 
finanelal defence. These deposits, 
which are substantial, running Into 
many millions of dollars, are also 
freely convertible into any currency 
vat the owner's preference. If the 
owner has made a dollar deposit 
but requests the bank to change 
his money into German marks, the 
bank has no choice but to execute 
this request. The bank can even on 
sts own initiative, without any {n- 
atruction from the owner, ch 
the currency of the deposit. In this

New Communist Party MK. Meir 
Wilner has requested an urgent de- 
bate on a motion for the agenda 
about the alleged connections be- 
tween the Tel Aviv underworld and 
the powers-that-be.

20 held 
as suspects 
in market 

bombing

Security forces have recently de- 
tained about 20 Arab residents of 
Ramallah, East Jerusalem acd 
Bethlehem in the aftermath of last 
menth's arrest of Ahmed Hassan 
AU Zumurod, key suspect in the 
terrorist bombimg of the crowded 
Mahane Yehuda market in Jeruso- 
lem in November 1968. 

The outrage left 12 persons desd 
and*another 54 wounded. It occur- 
red when an automobile laden with 
explosives blew up in the midst of 
the market crowded with shoppers 
on a Friday morning. 

Among the persous being held 
is a well-known young East Jerz- 
salem landlord, Said Halaby, 35, 
who usually ves in Jericho. Saud 
to be a Fatah member, Halaby 
was reported to have been in close 
contact with another major suspect 
in the bombing, who managed to 
flee Jerusalem, through Jericho, 
and across the Jordan River. 

Halaby was well known for his 
tiose relations with Israeli officials 
and foreign newsmen, some of 
whom reportedly considered him a 
useful source of information. How- 
ever, he was sald to have deen 
wader scrutiny by security officials 
for some time. At one point he 
made gn unusual aud abortive ef- 
fort to obtain an exclusive tease of 
the cafeterla at Allenby Bridge. 

The rest of the detainees round- 
ed up were said to be held for 
Iavolvement in subversive activity 
in the Jerusalem area or for belng 
members in terrorist organizations, 

‘Meanwhile, the main suspect, 
Zumurod, 15 expected to be re- 
manded tomorrow for an additional 
15 days. Zumured, a car painter 
who was employed at various places Ὁ 
in West Jerugaiem, was arrested 
on April 28.

TEL AVIV. — With the threat of a 
three-day technicians’ strike to start 
on ‘May 27 still in the air, both the 
technicians and thelr opponents the 
engineers were explaining their posi- 
tions in Tel Aviv: yesterday.
